Democratic Republic of Vietnam.

Since all persons attending the conference flew 50 Peiping, special security 
precautions were taken at Uanyuan Airfield from 2 7 July to 7 August, During 
this period Chinese jet planes continually maintained patrol over Peiping; 
the situation was fairly strained. 
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
